College  Work  In  Defense 

Plans 

As  other  colleges  made  revisions  to 
shorten  the  time  required  for  grad- 
uation, Delta  State  was  out  in  front, 
as  it  has  always  Deen  possible  to  com- 
plete a  four  year  course  hue  in  three 
years  by  attending  the  summer  ses- 
sions offered  by  the  regular  facuty. 

Among  the  first  defense  measure 
opened  to  the  publi.  by  the  college 
was  the  valuable  course  in  First  Aid 
which  is  a  regular  offering  of  the 
Physical  Ed.  department.  Upon  in- 
structions from  President  Kethley, 
Professors  Cain  and  Hunt  made  this 
training  available  to  ail  qualified  reg- 
istrants and  the  course  is  now  well 
advanced. 

A  recent  addition  is  a  course  in 
mathematics  sponsored  by  the  School 
of  Engineering  of  the  University  of 
Mississippi  as  part  of  the  Engineer- 
ing, Srience,  and  Management  De- 
fense Training  Program  of  the  U.  S. 
Office  of  Education.  On  the  Delta 
State  Campus,  Dr.  James  A.  Ward, 
head  of  the  college  mathematics  de- 
partment, will  offer  the  course  to 
high  school  graduates  with  two  years 
of  credit  in  mathematics.  The  course 
does  not  carry  college  credit. 

Information  on  these  and  other 
courses  related  to  the  national  de- 
fense program  may  be  had  by  writ- 
ing to  President  Kethley's   office.

Under  the  direction  of  Miss  Patton, 
who  assumed  her  work  on  the  college 
campus  as  director  of  the  practise 
school  of  home  economics  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  fall  quarter,  Delta 
State's  curriculum  in  home  economics 
is  ful'y  approved  and  listed  in  a 
bullet'n  issued  by  the  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Vocational  Training  in  Wash- 
ington. The  new  practice  home  is 
in  full  operation  with  the  maximum 
quota  cf  Home  Ec.  majors  living  in 
the  home.  A  nurs'ry  school  will  be 
opened  on  March  9,  the  beginning  of 
the  Spring  Quarter.
